REPRESENTS ONLY VERSION NYERERE OR HIS ASSOCIATES WOULD HAVE HAD 
CHANCE TO ADJUST POST FACTUM. THEREFOEN I WOULD JUDGE THAT 

IT, PLUS EMBASSY COMMENTARY, IS MOST RELIABLE READING OF HIS 
STATE OF MIND AT MOMENT. REGRETTABLY, NONE OF THIS PROVIDES US 
WITH ANYTHING VERY HARD WITH WHICH TO QUESTION ACCURACY OF POST 
STORY, BUT ON THIS KIND OF THING, I THINK SECRETARY ON TODAY SHOW
